Messrs. Douglas and Oarlock were not knowledgeable of Project AQU ATONE. 
Before the meeting Mr. Quarles attempted to telephone Mr. Allen Dulles 
and obtain authorisation for these two individuals to become knowledgeable. 
Since he was unable to make a contact, he elected to assume the 
responsibility for their presence at the meeting. Follow-up action will 
be taken by the Air Force to clear Messrs. Douglas and Oarlock through 
normal channels. General Iteining and Mr. Gardner arrived late, but 
actively participated thereafter. 

2. Colonel Pellegrini gave a twenty minute presentation of the 
entire Air Force reconnaissance development program and outlined military 
requirements under which each of these developments was initiated. 

Although he referred to Project AQU ATONE, no details of our project were 
presented by him. Through this briefing, all participants became 
thoroughly familiar with the USAF program and were aware of the necessity 
to readjust and/or reorient programs consistent with the rapid develop- 
ment and capability of Project ACU ATONE. 

3* I followed Colonel Pellegrini and gave a complete review of our 
project, starting first with the history of the project, followed by 
a description of the aircraft and a summary report of its performance 
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stated teat the only funds that could be used for this project, 
consistent with tee speed of construction and tee security required, 
cone under the control of Secretary Wilson. Mr. Gardner eiqphasised 
tee need for a completed study on facilities required at Adana. 

d. All participants were in agreement that the procurement 
of 9.S. pilots for the operational phase of AQUA TONE is an absolute 
necessity. Mr. Gardner was concerned orer tee slowness of this 
procurement program and requested that we make a major effort to obtain 
a limited number of American pilots as soon as possible, 

e. With regard to Project ORAYMCK, bote General Twining and 
Mr. Quarles confirmed the fact that this project is now under deploy- 
ment for an operational date of 1 December. The Air Force is pursuing 
the project as though it will be launched in early December. Final 
approval has not yet been obtained. 

f . The RB-57-D program will continue as is. The first 
aircraft is scheduled to fly within the next few days and Mr. Quarles 
directed that the news release for tee first flight be covered 
essentially as follows: The B-57-D is an outgrowth of the B-$7 program 
and is a research vehicle for high altitude tests. It will be released 

as a prototype bomber with no reference to its reconnaissance capabilities. 
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
